THE COMMERCIAL WORLD. 


The Week's BueineiB and the Outlook 


a.e Keported by E. O. Dun Sc Co. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—R. G. Dun & Co.'3 


weekly review of trade says: 


Tlie closing of one considerable bank and 


two smaller ones, In consequence of a bold 
conspiracy to abstract their assets, docs not 
appear to threaten any financial disturb- 
ance. But it tends to impair public confid- 
ence, andcommu after several recent defal- 
cations and performances of questionable 
propriety in the Beading and other corpora- 
tions, it weakens faith in the soundness of 
corporate management. In other respeots 
the news is leS3 favorable this week. The 
tinnncial pressure at London does not abate, 
and there arc reports that heavy withdrawals 
ol gold for South America or Franco will 
soon be necessary. Foreign exchange here 
grows stronger, having risen from {4-86Hi to 
W.STSa. Sales or Uonds have been small, and 
the Treasury has tal^en In nearly $1,200,000 
more ca.-h than It has paid out. Tardiness 
of collections at various Interior points 
causes more complaint, and the unseasona- 
bly mild weather onoecjore depresses many 
lines of trade. Tlie exports In January from 
New York have been smaller than last year 
by 8^ per cent. The prospect of decrease In 
produce exports, which Is to be expected at 
this season, renders exports of gold at no 
distant day a possibility. Th» later Indica- 
tions of Ijuslneis activity are not quite so 
satisfactory. The bank clearing* continue 
to show an Increase over last year of nearly 
n per cent., but these reprauent large settle- 
ments on past transactions. The accounts 
f rom other cities snow the effect of unseason- 
able weather. From the reports telegraphed 
it may be Injcrred that trade since the new 
year began has not answered expectations, 
and thoro are somw signs that the mild 
weather is solely to-blame. In the iron bus- 
inc.n the mllla are fully employed at Cleve- 
land. But sellers make better offers at 
1'ittsburgli, and some reductions occur; and 
at Philadelphia, large lots, whloh had been 
hypothecated, nave been sold at some con- 
cussions, frightening timid buyns. The In- 
dicationsare that osoess of production be- 
gins to be felt. In the dry goods trade, the 
signs noted at Boston, Philadelphia and 
Chicago are seen here and at other points, 
Cotton goods are active and [airly main- 
tained, and worsted aud light woolens 
in good demand, but 
sales of heavy 


goods are not laruc, nor Improving in 
prices. The coal trade also continues much 
depressed, as to anthracite, though bitumin- 
ous Is active otfalrprlces. The unsurpassed 
activity In building has m ide materials 
strong iind active, and drags arc still In fair 
demand, but the general average of prices Is 
again n shade lower and has declined more 
than 1 per cent. In the month of January, 
It Is generally realized that continued mone- 
tary pressure abroad may send mure Ameri- 
can securities hither, and if gold exports be- 
gin, 
a sustained advance In stocks would 


probably be deferred.

A SAD CASE. 


Dell Derate Suicide of a Youcf Recruit 


Who Sad Made a Mistake.

rades to call him "Mull." 
His real 


name is believed to be Hanna, and hi,' 
father is said to bo a large dry goods 
merchant of Chicago. The act of sui- 
cide on the part of the deceased must 
have been a very deliberate one, as he 
unbuttoned his coat and vest and while 
feeling for his heart with tho forolinger 
of his loft hand, ho placed the revolver 
close to his breast with his 
••hthand 


and fired, the ball passing through his 
heart and shattering tho forefinger, anu 
ho f '11 to the ground, in which position 
he was found by Assistant Librarian 
Craig. 
Craig immediately secured the 


assistance of Sergeants Needham tint 
Roberts and they together carried ':ho 
body to tho post hospital where it was 
found that death must have been in 
stantancous.

Mr. Randall urged 
the renewal of tho filibustering tactics, 
claiming they woro right and proper 
Vmder tlie circumstances. He demanded 
in conclusion that the Democrats should 
prevent any legislation being enacted 
until tho now code is brought in. Mr. 
Handall also advised against the plan of 
leaving the House iu a body.

with much applause.

of enumerators it will be 


found advisable. Mr. 1'ort'T states, to 
select men who have had some previous 
experience of official duty. Township 
assessors and other local officers, post- 
masters at small offices, country physi- 
cians and school teachers arc regarded 
by^i*1. Porter as likely to provo com- 
petent. Mr. J'orter adds that he is 
aware of no law making women ineligi- 
ble for appointment as enumerators. 


Governor's Island to Replace Castle 
Garden. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. ].—Governor's Isl 


and will replace Castle Garden as tho 
landing place of immigrants arriving ir 
this country at the port of New York. 
It may take several days yet to deter- 
mine the legal status of Governor's Isl- 
and. 
Secretary Proclor is entirely will- 


ing to permit ii portion of Governor' 
Island to be used as an immigrant sta- 
tion, and if he possess the power under 
the law to transfer the control of the 
island, or a part of it, to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, lie is prepared to do so 
as soon as the necessary papers can bo 
made out. 
The opinion is ex-pressed in 


some quarters that action by Congress 
may bo required before tho transfer can 
bo made. In some quarters it is stated 
that the President possesses tho power 
to direct the transfer. All these ques 
tions are now under consideration, and 
until the deeds are carefully examined 
under which the Government acquirei 
title to the island and the laws under 
which it was transferred to the War De- 
partment, no final and conclusive step 
will be taken.

J. M. Clokey spoke at length and with

difficulties that would set other men 
crazy, but he had been sustained in every 
effort by the tax-pa>era, and Decatur 
will continue to stand by him in Deca- 
tur's race with Springfield, Bloomington, 
Peoria, Aurora and other cities that are 
striving to outs.rip us. 


Dr. Walston did not attend the meet- 


ing Thursday night as he was detained 
at Jacksonville two hours. He got off 
the tram there and went up into the city 
from the depot. On the way through 
the mud his rubbers came off so often 
that he finally put both in his pockets 
and waded on to the center of the town.
